UNIONS VOTE TO QUIT. 


Demands of 50,000 employés of more than 
forty western railroads for an increage in 
» Wages will be rejected as a result of a confer- 
ence of railroad managers in Chicago yester- 
day. Demands of the men, who have voted 
in favor of a strike if they are not granted, 
will be presented to the railroads this morn- 
ing. 
The intention of the railroad officials, it is 
said, is to place leaders of the unions in the 
position of rejecting a substantial wage ad- 
| vance, already tendered by the railroads, and 

thereby losing, the sympathy of the public 

in case of a strike. 
This was the attitude of the managers, as 
announced officially. Representatives of the 
{employés declined to accept it as the true 
position of the railroads. They said they 
expect to receive a further wage increase, al- 
though it may not be granted until diplomacy 
on both sides has been exhausted in the con- 
ferences. Negotiations, the men hope, will] 
last several days. 


Leave Question with Chiefs. 

At the Masonic temple in the afternoon 
committees representing the conductors and 
trainmen held a long session, formulated 
their demands, and placed entire charge of 
their side of the controversy in the hands of 
Chief Morrissey and Chief Garretson of the 
two brotherhoods.

WALLST. ANXIETY.

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unwillingness on the part of the public to 
hold ene and immense blocks of these se- 
curities would have been thrown upon the 
market, with a consequent further deprecia- 
tion of values and loss to thousands of holders 
all over the country. 

No Market for Railroads. 

“The trouble at present,” eaid a high offi- 
etal, who is in touch with the financial and 
railroad situation, “‘is that there is no mar- 
ket for railroads to sell their securities to 
advantage. In order to provide addit{ onal 
tracks, terminal facilities, etc., without 
which it is impossible for them to do the 
business of the country, they must have 
money. In the present etate of the invest- 
ment market and want of confidence in the 
future, the public won’t buy their bonds and 
stocks. 

“What Mr. Cortelyou has done is to pour 
just such money into Wall street and to show 
shat the administration stands for the integ- 
rity of our finances. It is nota question of 
restricted circulation at present, although 
Mr. Cortelyou's action has a steadying effect. 

“ Toe much empheesis cannot be placed upon 
the president’s point of view, that he is not 
trying to drive the railroads outvof business, 
that he is bitterly opposed to government 
ownership, that he desires the railroads to be 
prosperous, just as he wants the céuntry to 
remain prosperous, and that he intends to do 
everything in his power to maintain this 
prosperity. Nor can it be emphasized too 
strongly that all he desires is railroad regu- 
lation which will insure proper service for the 
people while giving the railroads proper re- 
turns upon their investments.” 

What Cortelyou Can Do. 

Mr. Cortelyou is aware that money could 
have been borrowed in New York today as 
low as 6 per cent and not more than 9 per 
cent. So far as money fs concerned, the de- 
partment is in a good situation to add to the 
outstanding circulation, Something like 
$80,000,000 worth of 4 per cent bonds which 
mature on July 1 remain to be redeemed ana 
they can be purchased outright by the gov- 
ernment, converted into 2 per cent bonds, or 
dealt with by the secretary almost in any 
way he may consider desirable. In addition, 
the treasury can increage its deposits in the 
national banks designated as government 
depositories. The surplus in the treasury at 
the close of business today was more than 
$48,000,000. 

It is likely these resources will be taxed 
from now on. The railroads-and industrial 
corporations will have more than $80,000,000 
to disburse on April lin payment of dividends 
and interest. Of course, this money will re- 
turn to circulation in a few days, but in the 
present situation the treasury feels it must 
be ready to provide relief should-a stringency 
develop. 

In addition, several hundred millions of 
dollars’ worth of ratlroad stocks and bonds 
will be floated next month, and this will take 
money out of circulation if the market should 
absorb them. 

J. Pierpont Morgan is in Europe and will 
visit Germany, France, and England in an 


‘endeavor to induce Europeans to invest in 


these securities. The authoritiesare arxicus 
that he shall succeed and relieve the market 
here as much as possible. It is polnted out 
that even should he succeed in placing 
$50,000,000 or $60,000,000 worth of bonds and 
stock abroad, the mora! é¢ffect upon American 
investors will be excellent. 


Keeps Eye on Europe. 

In whatever Mr. Cortelyou will do he must 
take into account the situation in France, 
Germany, and England. So far as France is 
eoncerned, he is well aware that the flexible 
currency which exists in that country will 
prevent a financial stringency. There has 
been some apprehension that France would 
find it necessary to raise her discount rate, 
which hag not been disturbed for the last 
seven years, but this has not yet been done, 
and assurances have been given it will not 
be done unless it is absolutely necessary. 

The Bank of England gave warning some 
time ago it would Increase its discount rate 
if gold should leave London, and Mr, Cortel- 
you consequently is discouraging the impor- 
tation of gold from England. Germany's 
financial system is as inflexible as that of 
the United States. She has invested large 
sums in South Africa, South America, and 
other points, and the condition of her 
finances is about the same as that of this 
country. 

If there should be further financial trouble 
itis apparent it will affect not only the United 
States but the rest of the world; and it is 
likewise apparent that anything done abroad 
will exercise a potent influence upon Amer- 
ican value.

The collection, which embraces 1,100 speci- 
mens, was obtained from Richard Douglas, 
who returned recently from Africa, and is 
the largest of its kind in America. 

It is especially valuable, as it shows many 
similarities between the industrial art of 
African tribes on the one side and that of 
the North American Indians and the ancient 
Mexicans on the other. The Congo collec- 
tion of war knives, clubs, and spear and war 
shields alone forms a notable ethnological ex- 
hibit. Some of the idols are carved in the 
most picturesque manner. 
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J. Plerpont Morgan has become an expert 
on fireproofing matters. He has announced 
his intention of de- 
molishing the old Pierpont Morgan 
Dodge mansion, for Spends $500,000

BRYAN LOOKS FOR UTOPIA 


TELLS AGATE CLUB ETHICAL 
AWAKENING IS COMING. 


Foresees the Time When Far Higher 
Business Standards Will Prevail— 
Takes Whack at Swollen Fortunes 
and Says He Does Not Believe in 
Leaving Large Gums to Children, 
Good Government Being the Best 
Legacy—Other Speakers. 


William Jennings Bryan took a whack at 
“ swollen fortunes "’ and indorsed President 
Roosevelt's arraignment of their owners last 
night ina speech at the annual banquet of 
the Agate club at the Auditorium hotel. In- 
cidentaly the presidential bee flapped its 
wings and buzzed a few times. 

The amnounced subject of Mr. Bryan's 
speech was ‘ Advertising,’”’ but he did not 
hesitate to launch into his favorite theme 
of political economy and the “ common peo- 
ple.” While he did not name them in so 
many words the tenor of his address was a 
plea for government ownership and an in- 
come tax. 

He began his speech by criticising dafly 
newspapers [the Commoner is a weekly) and 
predicting a great ethical awakening 
throughout the country. 


Refers to President Roosevelt. 


“ President Roosevelt has spoken out on 
this subject,” said Mr. Bryan. “I always 
want to thank the president for saying some 
things that the people ought to listen to, even 
if he has borrowed some of the good things of 
our platform. We're glad to have him use 
them. He has complained that there has 
been scarcely a conspiracy against the people 
without there being a Harvard graduate in it. 
It is a fact that too many graduates of col- 
leges made possible by the sacrifices of the 
people have turned out men who have used 
their brains to overreach the pubMe. The 
time is coming when the lawyer who uses 
his brains to find methods of violating the law 
will be no more respected than the man who 
employs him. 

“Ought it not to be possible for us to do 
something else besides accumulate money ? 
The president has arraigned at the bar of 
public judgment the men who have been ex- 
ploiting this country. The average business 
man does not belong to the swollen fortune 
class, That class represents 1 per cent or less 
than 1 per cent of our population. The rea- 
son they are allowed to continue in their 
ways is because the people are indifferent. 


Good Government Best Heritage. 

“I am not a believer in leaving children 
large amounts of money nor the expectation 
of large amounts. Mr. Rockefeller hasn’t 
any surer income than I have, but I believe 
that the greatest heritage we can leave our 
children is a good government. 

“A great ethical awakening is coming. 
This country is destined to shake all the 
thrones on earth by showing the peoples of 
the earth something better than a throne.”’ 

Among the other speakers at the banquet 
were Horace M. Ford, president of the club; 
Prof. Edwin Erle Sparks of the University 
of Chicago, Prof. Starr of the University of 
Chicago, and Dr. E. G. Hirsch. Most of the 
speakers made mention of possible voting 
for Mr. Bryan. 


STANDARD OIL CONTENTION

investigating committee of reresentatives 
which visited the Elgin insane asylum and 
now is drawing up the report to be made to 
‘the appropriations committee. 

Dr. Frank Billings, chairman of the state 
board of charities,. pronounced the Bigin 
institutions fire traps, speaking om the au- 
thority of the state architect, who, with his 
assistagts, had made a careful examination 
{of the buildings It is the purpose of the 
investigating committee, which was hot com- 
posed of builders, but of lawyers and farm- 
ers, to report that the structures are safe 
and that Dr .Biltings was misguided in mak- 
ing a statement not warranted by facts, to 
the alarm of the friends and relatives of the 
inmates of the institution. 


Test Proves Satisfactory. 
Action was taken on the resolution intro- 
duced by Representative Covey, in whose 
district Elgin is located, and the committee 
which conducted the inquiry was headed by 
Representative Israe] Dudge@m. The mem- 
bers made an inspection’ and had fhe spiral 
escapes with which the wards are equipped 
teated.

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CHARLES T. COFFIN AND WIFE 
OBSERVE ANNI VERSARY. 


Since 1847, When They Were Mar- 
ried, They Have Labored Together 
as Ministers in the Friends’ Church 
Both Noted for Werk in Prison 
and Insane Asylum Reforms—Hon- 
ored by President Grant and For- 
mer Governor of Indiana. 


Mr. and Mra. Charles T. Coffin, ministers 
of the Friends’ churca at Forty-fourth street 
and Indiana avenue, celebrated last night the 
sixtieth anniversary of their wedding. 

More than 300 persons called at the resi- 
dence, 8232 Groveland avenue, to express 
their regards for the old couple, but of still 
was the receipt of a 
flood of letters and telegrams from all over 
the world from men and women who have 
known them during their active philan- 
thropic and eleemosynary work that has cov- 
ered more than half a century. . 

Mr. Coffin was born in Gilford, N. C., tn 
1828. His wife. who was Miss Rhoda M. John- 
son, was born in Waynesville, O., two years 
later. They came to their faith through 
heritage of long generations, and when in 
1847 they were married at Richmond, Ind., 
they took up the work ofichurch together. 


Interested in Prison Reform. 


One of their Hfe long aims has been the 
reformation of prisons and Insane asylums, 
their’ idea upon the former subject being 
that of reforming the criminals rather than 
punishing them, and upon the latter that 
of curing the imsane rather than the mere 
protection of the public. Gov. Baker of In- 


“diana expressed great appreciation of their 


efforts, and in 1869 he sent them abroad to 
study the eleemosynary institutions of other 
countries. 

The woman's prison in Indiarapolls, the 
first institution of its kind successfully offi- 
cered and managed. .by.women, was estab- 
lished as a result of the efforts of Mrs. Cof- 
fin, who, seized. every opportunity of partic- 
ipating in work of this nature, and at.one 
time was the héad of a Chicago wpman’s club 
committee that managed two model lodging 
houses. 

Honored by President Grant. 

President Grant appointed Mr, Coffin head 
of the committee of Friends in America in 
charge of Indian affairs at the time when the 
care of Indian tribes was allotted to the 
different churches. 

Mr. and Mrs. Coffin came to Chicago in 
1884, and since that time have steadily held 
their positions among the ‘first.ministers of 
the Friends church, who are unpaid, and they 
have engaged ‘widely in charitable work.

Washington, D. C., March 25.—[Special.]—

AN UNCONVERTED STRAPHANGER. 

Mayor Dunne was a straphanger for a 
little while last Sunday. He had a taste 
of the unpleasantness which hundreds of 
thousands of his fellow citizens have to 
submit to daily because of the bad trac- 
tion service. The automobile in which 
he is usually whirled comfortably from 
one meeting to another had been taken 
possession of by one of the spellbinders 
enlisted in his service. The mayor had to 
fall back on the street cars. He was 
jarred, jolted, and pushed against. He 
had to wait a long time for one of the 
cars he wished to take, and went alto- 
gether too slowly to suit him. He was 
an eyewitness of the most glaring de- 
fects of a street car system which cannot 
accommodate its customers even on the 
day of lightest traffic. 

So ifttle impression did’ the annoyances 
to which the mayor and his fellow trav- 


elers were subjected make on him that, 
‘no sooner had he mounted the platform 


at his next meeting than he renewed his 
attack on the traction ordinances. If 
the ordinances shall be defeated there 
will be no improvement in conditions, but 
that had no effect on the mayor. Though 
his arm still ached from the unaccue- 
tomed exercise of straphanging, he begged 
his audience to reflect him in order 
that he might try his celebrated immedi- 
ate condemnation proceedings plan, which 
would postpone relief indefinitely. 

Mator Dunne is fond of talking of his 
love for the people of Chicago. He says 
he would liké to gather them under his 
wings asa hen does her chickens. It is 
a strange evidence of love to fight the 
measure which will be of great benefit to 
them, and that, too, after he has had 
practical experience of the miseries of 
street car travel. 

It should be noted that there were two 
gatherings on Sunday which the mayor 
might have talked to against the traction 
ordinances, but did not. They were made 
up of the people crowded into the two 
cars he rode on. The mayor has much 
nerve, but he did not venture to tell his

THE VANISHING VETERANS. 

Another evidence that the great army 
of soldiers of the civil war is fast van- 
ishing is afforded by the organization of 
a new post of the G. A. R. which is to 
hold its meetings Sunday afternoons. Be- 
cause of physical infirmities the charter 
members of “ Old Glory ” post have; found 
it-hard to get out for the usual evening 
meetings. So they have sought relief by 
the establishment of a daytime post. 

In mustering them in the past depart- 
ment commander expressed his belief that 
this may be the last post of the Grand 
Army to be organized. The ranks of the 
veterans are being depleted rapidly by 
death. Each year’s summary reveals the 
absence of a host who responded at roll 
call the year before. Most of the great com- 
manders have gone. The man who was 20 
in 1860 is now 67. There were thousands 
who were far past 20 when they rallied at 
the call of Abraham Lincoln. Each year 
now is bound to show a relatively larger 
death rate and it cannot be long until the 
last of the veterans of a great conflict is 
gone. 

, With the passing of these who pre- 
ave the union in its time of distress 
is springing up a race of people who know 
little of that great contest and can little 
appreciate the strength of the sentiment 
‘which is behind the G. A. R. Millions of 
other citizens have no personal relation- 
ship, to .the men who followed the flag be- 
tween 1861 and 1865. Not only the indi- 
viduals are passing away but the era in 
‘which-they played a part. So dominant 
has bgen the influepce of the soldier dur- 
ing the last forty years that it will in- 
deed seem gtrange when the bugle call 
fails to secure the attention of a single 
veteran. >? 

But no change of citizenship or shift- 
ing interest will make the world forget 
what ‘the G. A. R. ¥ accomplighed. The 
strength and glory of the nation is its 
monument. . There ‘is no lost cause to 
mourn. There'is no regret over things 
undone. The members. of -.the~ Grand 
Army of the Republic’ have the peculiar 
joy of*a happy memory of accomplish- 
ment. The kindness and care of a grate- 
ful people will be theirs during the even- 
ing of life. Their work will not be for- 
gotten when they are gone.

The eloquent Russians who are en- 
deavoring to stir in American bréhsts an 
enthusiasm for the cause of the Russian 
people against the autocracy will find 
crowds to hear them at eyery place. The 
American people, like the ancient Atheni- 
ans, are ever ready to hear some new 
thing. They are sympathetic in their 
reception of the account. of the suffer- 
ings, material or political, of other peo- 
ples. They wish others to have fhe lib- 
erty they enjoy. 

Iivery struggle of a nation for greater 
freedom has been followed with interest 
here. The successive French revolutions, 
the Greek war for independence, the in- 
eurrections of 1848, the long series of 
wars which led to the. ereation of the 
kingdom of Italy, and the cause of Po- 
land, Ouba, Hungary, or Ireland have all 
found American sympathy.

prehistoric tinies. The Indiang were 
greater gamblers than any civilized peo- 
ple have ever been. The half breed and 
full blooded Spanish Mexicans who suc- 
ceeded them kept up the gambling tradi- 
tion, and cowboys have not been far be- 
hind in devotion to variows kinds of 
games of chance. The death of the dis- 
trict attorney and probably fatal wound- 
ing of a deputy sheriff in a raid on a 
gambling house at Fort Worth have called 
the attention of the good people of the 
state to the bokiness of the gamblers and 
bave aroused a feeling which will cause 
a temporary suspension of professional 
gambling. ! 

All over Texas massmeetings have been 
held and money pledged for a .war of 
extermination wpon the gamblers. Seven- 
teen gambling houses in the large cities 
have voluntarily announced their retire- 


ment from business. Petitions will be 


presented to the legislature asking for 
stringent laws against gambling resorts, 
and in the meantime vigilance committees 
have taken matters into their own hands 
in some of the small towns and notified 
gamblers to leave town. 

The Texas case is an evidence, if any 
were needed, that evil exists and is tol- 
erated often merely because nothing has 
happened to direct_ public attention to ite 
in a forcible way. It is a mistake for 
wrongdoers to imagine that because they 
are allowed by a lax or vicious adminis- 
tration to continue their evil practices 
they may count upon public support. In- 
dividuals are reluctant to assume the 
ungrateful r0éle of reformers, and the re- 
ports of officers of reform associations are 
often discounted by outsiders as being 
nothing but the attempt of salaried in- 
vestigators to justify their receipt of sal- 
aries. The public is slow to believe that 
things are as bad. as interested parties 
would have them believe. For that rea- 
gon an imefficient administration never is 
blamed so severely 4s it would be if all 
the facts were told and believed. But 
when fearless public officials do their 
duty, as in. the Fort Worth case, the 
powers of evil must not expect further 
tolerance. And when, relying upon long 
immunity, the public enemies openly defy 
the law and murder the officers of the 
law, public wrath reaches irresistible 
force. 

The attention of the people of Texas 
has been absorbed for some time by the 
railroads, the Standard Oil company, and 
the truets. ‘They, have suddenly discov- 
ered/ancther enemy and are attacking it 
with _ characteristic vigor. They will 
probably ‘find that it. is harder to root out 
gambling than it ‘%s the trusts.

RINCE BERNARD of Lippe, who ar- 
rived in the United States from Ger- 
many three or four days ago, who 
proposes to spend two or three months 
in visiting the country hefore return- 

ing home, has a number of American rela- 
tives. It is, in fact, owing to his American 
grandmother that so many d@bstacles were 
placed in the Way of the succession of his 
elder brother, Leopold, to the throne of 
Lippe. The mother of the now reigning 
prince and of Prince Bernard of LAppe, who 
is now here, was born im this country of a 
union between Count Leopold Wartensleben 
and Miss Matilda Halbach of Philadelphia. 

It was argued that, on account of this mar- 
riage of Count Wartensleben to an American 
girl who did not belong to either one of the 
med@iatized or even noble families of Europe, 
but who .was of bourgeois parentége, that 
their daughter could not be considered as 
having married her husband, the late Count 
Prnest Lippe, on a footing of equality or 
that she was qualified to figure as the mother 
of a German reigning sovereign. In fact, 
the birth of her mother was considered to be 
eufficient to invalidate the rights of suc- 
ceseion’ of her children to the throne of 
lAppe. It may be remembered that the con- 
troversy on the subject lasted several years 
and was characterized by much hitterness. 
The Supreme court of the empire finally, in 
1908, decided the issue in accordance with the 
wishes of the people of Lippe and in favor 
of Count Leopold of Lippes who thereupon 
ascended the throne as prince of Lippe, his 
brothers and sisters, as well ap hie children, 
being advanced to the princely rank. Prince 
Bernard is one of the brothers and is an un- 
married cavalry officer about 88 years of age. 

I may add that the grand marshal of the 
princely court of Lippe is Count Beno Ritt- 
berg, whose wife lean American. The count- 
ess was @ Miss Grace Campbell of Hamil- 
ton, O., and a sister-in-law of former Post- 
master Rathbone, who wasin charge of the 
postal department of Cuba during the first 
American occupation.

Alfonso XII. made no provision whatso- 
ever for his two sons by the diva Elena Sanz, 
who .are now instituting legal proceedings 
against their half brother, the present king 
of Spain, with the view to a share in their 
father’s estate. <A couple of years ago they 
made known for the first time their preten- 
sions in publit in the Parisian courts. But, 
failing to accomplish anything, they have 
now traneferred their operations to Madrid 
and have intrusted their legal interests to 
Sefior Nongues, a well known republican 
member of the cortes and of the Spanish bar, 
who appears to be determined to make all 
the trouble possible for the royal family. 

Elena Sanz lived in Paris, where Alfonso 
XII. frequently visited her incognito during 
the closing years of his life. It may be re- 
membered thgt he died suddenly, before he 
had time to make any arrangements for her 
welfare or for that of the four children which 
she had borne him. Elena herself died not 
long afterwards, and then tw6 of the .chil- 
dren succumbed to diphtheria. The gther 
two, Fernand and Henri, were taken care 
of by a kind hearted woman who used to 
make her living mending rare laces, and who 
included among her customers many of the 
great ladies of Paris. Through some of them 
old Queen Isabella was made aware of the 
existence of the two boys, and also of their 
dependence upon the charity of the lace 
mender. She at once interested herself in 
their behalf, and, although perpetually in 
financial straits herself, gave all the money 
that she could toward their maintenance 
and likewise induced her daughter-in-law, 
Queen Christina, to do something for the 
children,

Christina, tn spite of the t that she had 
always bitterly resented hef husband's neg- 
lect and infidelities, and that she is thrifty 
rather than. extravagant, consented to de- 
posit a sum of half a million of francs for 
them in the hands of a Parisian banker on 
the understanding that the latter was to pay 
them the annual interest of the amount at the 
rate of 5 per cent per anntm as long as they 
abstained from revealing their parentage. 
They observed this stipulation, but unfortu- 
nately the banker became involved in tem- 
porary difficulties and for a time was unable 
to pay them their allowance. « 

Instead of waiting or élse applying to 
Queen Christine through the Spanish am-+ 
baseador they made. the mistake of placing 
their affairs in the hands of a Parisian law- 
yer, who at once proceeded to bring suit 
against the banker in question, seeking and 
obtaining all possihle notoriety for the case. 
The lower courts directed the banker to pay 
the entire capital] into the hands of trustees 
appointed by the tribunal. But the banker 
appealed on the ground that the young men, 
by disclosing thein relationship to the late 
king, had violated the agreement, and thus 
relieved both himself and Queen Christina 
from any further pecuniary obligation to- 
warde them. This view was confirmed on 
appeal, and it is on this account that the 
‘young men, who are a few years older than 
King Alfonso, have n decided to bring 
suit against him and against his mother, 
Queen Christina, fora share in the late king’s 
estate.

It is possible that some compromise might 
have been effected had it not been for the 
exaggerated character of their pretensions 
and the extortionate nature of their de- 
mands, which are characterized by the ut- 
most extravagence. Whether they will ever 
be able to’ secure any verdict imtheir favor 
from the Spanish courts is extremely doubt- 
ful. For they have little or nothing on which 
to base their claims. Alfonso never accorded 
them any legal recognition, even as lis ille- 
gitimate offspring, and the chief proof upon 
which they will have to rely is that Queen 
Christina furnished them with an allowance 
for the space of nearly twenty years—in fact, 
paid for their bringing up and education. 
She, however, may, and probably will, argue 
that she only did this in order to protect the 
name of her hushand from scandal. For in 
spite of his indiscretions she was deeply at- 
tached to him, mourned him sincerely, and 
has sought in every way to protect his 
memory. 
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These illegitimate sons ‘of monarchs are 
almost always a source of trouble to royalty 
and a thorn in the side of the anointed of the 
Lord. ‘They rarely turn out well. Usually 
it is quite the reverse. Thus the sons of the 
late King Victor Emmanuel by Countese Ro- 
sina Minafiori were a source of endless scan- 
dal, annoyance, and expense to their half 
brother, the late King Humbert. Only one 
of the illegitimate sons of the first Napo- 
leon managed to distinguish himself—name- 
ly: Count Walewski, who was minister of 
foreign affairs for so many years during the 
reign of Napoleon III. Alexander III. ef 
Russia, who was devoted to his wife, left no 
illegitimate children, but wag afflicted with 
& vast number of sons and daughters of his 
father born out of wedlock, wh , judging 
‘from the number of Ruselans who claim left 
handed descent from Nicholas I., he must 
have been the father of his people in some- 
thing more than a mere metaphorical sense. 
In England, Queen Victoria, especially dur- 
ing the early part of her reign, was much 
harassed by disagreeable questions arising 
in connection with the illegitimate progeny 
of her. uncle and predecessor, King. William 
IV., one of whose left handed sons by the 
actress Mrs. Jordan lost his head so com- 
pletely as to demand recognition asa prince 
of the blood. 

When one bears In mind that the enumera- 
tion of the illegitimate offspring of royalty 
during the last 200 years fills an entire vol- 
ume almost the size of the Almanach de 
Gotha, and if one casts one’s eyes about the 
various courts of Europe today, which are 


one and all distinguished for the respectapbili- 


ty of their atmosphere, one must confess 
that the morals of royalty have undergone 
a vast improvement. Nowadays, indeed, 
those at any rate of the various sovereigns 
may be said to be above reproach. Living, as 
they do, in the Mmelight of city and 
with all their doings recorded by the press, 
they appear.to distinct advantage, and un- 
doubtedly contribute by their example to 
maintain a high standard of propriety armnong 
the people syiiect to their rule.

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JACK LONDON’S NEW BOOK 
AND ITS RESEMBLANCE 
TO WATERLOO’S 


The Idea and Features of “The 
Story of Ab’ Boldly Copied by 
the Author of “Before Adam.” 


EN years ago Way & Williams issued 
an arresting novel called.“ The Story 
of Ab.” It was a story of prehistoric 
man, by Stanley Waterloo, and it rep- 
resented one of those Intense, abiding 

ideas, or mental diversions which come to 
men of imagination. The story had anachron- 
isms, and there were certain.things in it 
which might better have been expunged, but, 
notwithstanding that, it wa#@a fascinating 
and sincere book, in which the author put 
his best efforts, and for which he greatly 
cared. Therefore, naturally enough, the 
reader cared for it, too. 

Now the Macmillan company publishes 
“ BEFORE ADAM,” which is also a tale 
of prehistoric man. This is by Jack London. 

In the opening chapter of each novel the 
baby hero is discovered in his tree nest. In 
each book the most fearful enemy of the wild 
folk is Sabre Tooth, the tiger. In one book 
Lop Ear figures as a friend of the hero. In 
the other book One Ear does so. In Water- 
loo’s book the beloved of the hero is Light- 
foot. In London's book the chosen woman of 
the hero is the Swift One. Both heroes have 
trouble with the fire people. Both visit the 
fire people’s country. Both have similar ad- 
ventures, and both make inventions. Lon- 
don’s people are much more primitive than 
Waterloo’s. .Waterloo’s have almost ar- 
rived at tribal conditions. London's are still 
plaintive, scarcely vocable beings, miserably 
individualistic, and almost without reflec- 
tion—the stones of Deucalion, into which life 
has but fust been breathed. Waterloo’s folk 
have gone along the human road quite a way. 
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Neither book is distinguished by extraor- 
dinary scholarghip—at least, J.-H. Rosny of 
France, those brothers and collaborators who 
write upon similar subjects, would not think 
so. London's book has better machinery and 
shows the experienced hand, but it is a per- 
functory piece of work beside Waterloo’s 
and, instead of being a long treasured and 
cherished dream, is a brisk piece of literary 
hack work. It is also a dishonest plece of 
work, because he has taken the idea of an- 
other manand made it his own. 

Ideas, to literary men, are their property, 
their stock in trade, their source of distinc- 
tion, the thing by which their contemporaries 
measure them, the possession for which fu- 
ture generations may prize them. 

Out West they hang a horse thief, because 
when a man’s horse is stolen he is left without 
what is most necessary to him. He may 
die of hunger or thirst, may lose his way and 
wander deménted, or be actually unable to 
reach his distant destination for lack of his 
horse. It is absolutely essential not only to 
his prosperity but to his very existence that 
he should have his horse. Therefore, a horse 
is counted as valuable as a man. All over 
the world a.severe penalty is attached to 
the criminal who takes from another the 
thing which is absolutely essential to him. 
Toa literary worker the thing absolutely es- 
sential is an idea. Now, London, more cele- 
brated than Waterloo, has taken Waterloo’s 


idea. 
gotten that the work of Waterloo antedated 


that of London. Folk, finding London's books | 
on the shelf—a dozen or two of them—will | 


read with pleasure his “Before Adam.” 
Then, by chance, they will come upon Water- 
loo’s two or three volumes, and among them 
that curious, remarkable ‘Story of Ab,”’ 
which he first thought of in. boyhood, which 
grew with him as he grew, which expressed 
hie profound love of nature, of freedom, of 
primeval, impulsive life. -And-what will they 
think? Its quité éasy to imagine what'they 
will think, and of what they will accuse Wa- 
terloo. —

-Her limbs were quite as long as those 
of any of her companions, andthe fingersand 
toes, though slenderer, were quite as sug- 
gestive of quick and strong grasping capa- 
bilities, and there was, withal, the proof of 
springiness and litheness, a certain rounding 
out.

‘She was 
not hairy, except on the outsides of the arms 
and legs, and across the shoulders.’ She 
seemed to ‘“‘come of higher stock.’ She 
‘was a better climber than Lop Ear or J,” 
and “remarkably swift in all her move- 


ments.”

So as to. Yield Enormous Profits to Politicians and 
Police Officials Who Protect It. 
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HE “business of dissipation,” a traffic 
of trust magnitude in partnership with 
ward politics in Chicago and tributary 
to thé police force, is the subject of an 
article by George Kibbe Turner in Mc- 

Clure’s Magazine for April. 

Although in his charges of corruption—as 
exemplified under the Dunne adminjstration 
—Mr. Turner does not go beyond delicate 
» generalit jes, it is a startling and unpleasant 
picture of the city’s present day sordid side 
that he paints under the title: ‘‘ The City of 
Chicago—a Study in the Great Immoralities.”’ 
Mr. Turner visited Chicago last December 
about the time of the First ward democracy 
ball, at whichtime he gathered his evidence 
of the existence of the “trust’’ in dissipa- 
tion and vice 

Altogether, the receipts of the business of 
dissipation in Chicago Mr. Turner estimates 
at $135,000,000 a year, making the traffic sec- 
ond only to the business of suppjying the 
community with its daily bread. Of this 
amount $90,000,000 goes to the legalized 
branch af the business—the liquor trade. In 
thijsconnection Mr. Turnerdescribes the flerce 
competition between the breweries resulting 
in the honeycombing of Chicago with saloons 
and the saturation of the community with 
beer till the consumption is three and one- 
half times the average in this country. 
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From the other branch of the business—the 
illegal one—$45,000,000 is derived from the 
free and unrestrained dealing in vice under 
the protection of the ward politicians and the 
police. In the First and Highteenth wards 
alone, Mr. Turner declares, the income from 
vicious saloons, disorderly houses, gambling, 
and other immoralities, amounts to $35,000,- 
000 a year. He estimates that & costs the 
proprietors who retail the vice commodity 
not less than $500,000 a year to break the law 
in these two wards, $200,000 of which goes 
imto the pockets of police officials and the 
remainder tothe politicians. 

Ald. Kenna and Coughlin of the First ward 
and Ald. Brennan and Conlon of the Eight- 
eenth are nanfed as the archprotectors of the 
vice trust, the protection being paid in money 
or “‘ privileges.’’ Interwoven in this phase of 
the study is a description of political coloni- 
zation in the river wards.

*“ The best and most businesslike collection 
for protection takes place, naturally, in the 
greatest and best organized center of dissipa- 
tion—Ward One,”’ says Mr. Turner. “ Inthe 
first place, there are the transactions with 
which every one is familiar. The junior al- 
derman, ‘ Bathhouse John,’ as ah insurance 
agent, sells his policies, not only to the sa- 
loonkeepers and disreputable houses in the 
ward but to the great business houses in the 
district. He also sells, through his business 
partner, a large quantity of whisky. 

“ Once a year, in the early winter, comes the 
annual Ward One Democratic club ball. . The 
proceeds of this go into the hands of the two 
aldermen who themselves constitute this 
club, supposedly for use in their reé@lection. 
This enterprise is conducted with the excel- 
lent, orderly sense of business which marks 
all the operations of this ward. A manager 
is appointed to take charge of all details. 
Last December this was Sol Friedman, the 
partner of Coughlin. A certain number of 50 
cent tickets are then apportioned to those 
who must take them. Saloons are allotted 
from $15 to $25 worth apiece; disorderly 
houses from §100 to $200 worth, and large 
gamblers $500 worth or mere. 

“It is not desirable for the takers, having 
bought, to stay away. Whatis wished is to 
get all the tickets possible in the hands of 
‘spenders.’ Then comes the ball—a short 
evening and along early morning; outrageous 
carnivai that ewells and bourgeons under the 
huge, hollow vault of the Coliseum, to cyclo- 
pean outbursts of animal joy; a general blur 
of blue tobacco smoke and red’slippers and 
cosmetics; 2,000 women of the town, dan- 
cing or filling the stalls at the edges of the 
floor. But underneath’ it all the man with 
| the pad and pencil watches, and the man with 
| the cash register et the endless bar, checking 
up the required amount of dissipation—the 
wie which .évery tributary concern must 
buy. The receipts from the last ball were 
$53,500-—-$25,000 fer the tickets and $8,500 for 
drink. The expenses are not large, and net 
profits of the night of Dec. 10 must have been 
at least $27,500.” 
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Then follows a description of regular 
levies of from $25 to $50 a month made on 
the resorts in the red light districts by col- 
lectors, and in return for which the resorts 
are mysge © to immunity from police inter- 
ference, t is stated that to open a resort 
in these quarters it is necessary to “ get in 
touch with the ward officials and the police.” 

The four bosses who protect the $35,000,000 
a year vice trust are characterized as “‘ re- 
markable figures and wealthy men,’ 

“ Considering both worlds—the upper and 
the under—the bosses of the First ward in 
Chicago are the most widely known men in 
political life which that city has ever pro- 
duced,’” continues the article. ‘‘ Hinky- 
Dink [Michael Kenna], the older, ex-boot- 
black and newsboy, is the keeper of the 
greatest tramps’ saloon on the continent. 
He is a wise, silent, dapper little man of 
about 50, straight as a die in his personal re- 
lations, a virtuoso in the English language. 
When he speaks in anger his words leave 
scars, 

“* Bathhouse John’ [John J. Coughlin]— 
a large, pompous, poetic temperament—rose 
from the work of a rubberina Turkish bath- 
house to hig present occupation as insur- 
ance broker and active ward boss. He dresses 
like a bartender’s dream of Beau Brunimel, a 
bottle green dress sult being his highest sar- 
torial achievement. He also hires a man 
to write poetry for him, to appear under his 
name. 

“The rulers of the Eighteenth ward have 
been less successful. John J. Brennan, the 
older—a gruff, husky, generous old saloon- 
keeper, adored by his ward—has, in fact, 
served a term in the house’of correction for 
the ¢lumsy buying of votes, His health has 


failed since that experience. He has now the 
appearance of a broken down prizefighter. 
The junior boss, M. C. Conlon, was formerly 
a keeper of an unsavory saloon near the 
Union station, and is now interested as a 
silent partner in various enterprises for the 
sale of dissipation. 

“These four men have the absolute power 
fof political dictators in Wards One and 
Eighteen; they are aldermen and ward heads 
of the democratic. party; they select the

Complaints of “ green bug” damage and 
hot, dry weather in the southwest were as 
general as at any time so far, but they were 
apparently not accompanied by buying 
orders to any large extent, although there 
was good buying by local firms who have 
extensive southwestern connections. Re- 
ports from Oklahoma were particularly se- 
rious. The effects of the hot weather and 
dry winds on the pest seem to be contrary 
to the general belief, as practically all re- 
ports said that the “‘ bugs” were breeding 
fast and spreading, whereas it was the gen- 
eral opinion of experts that cold, wet weather 
was the ideal weather for the propagation 
of the insects, aid that hot, clear conditions 
would breed the pests that destroy the 
‘green bug."’ In some isolated instances 
claims were made that the “ buge”’ were 
being killed by the weather, but these were 
the exceptiom There were also reports of 
chinch bugs in Oklahoma.

IN THE FOREIGN MONEY MARKET 


LONDON, March 25.—Money was fairly plen- 
tiful and in quiet demand today: Discounts were 
firm. There was no disposition to anticipate any 
ease in the market rates after the turn of the 
month. On the stock exchange a more cheerful 
feeling prevailed. There was no realization of 
the fears regarding the settlement, which thus far 
has passed off quietly, with the exception of one 
small failure. Nevertheless, a good dea! of nerv- 
ousnes@® was still felt and was almost 
entirely restricted’ to the adjustment of the ac- 
count. Consols reflected the hetter feeling, mak- 
Ing an advance on the day, though they closed 
slightly below the best quotations. Other British 
securities showed a hardening tendency. Foreign- 
ers were dull. Japanese Imperial 66 of 1904 closed 
at 103%. Americans opened generally above par- 
ity and later further increased their advance, but 
they fell away on the report of the New York 
opening quotations and closed flat. 

BERLIN, March 25.—Prices on the boerse today 
were improved on repurchases. Canadian Pacific 
closed 3% points higher and Baltmore and Ohio 
and Pennsylvania recovered. The Tageblatt says 
that in consequence of Saturday's decline one large 
bank here had to be assisted by other banks. One 
small banking company has suspended payment 
and several speculating brokers are insolvent. The 
Austro-Hungarian banks shipment of gold to Ber- 
lin, amounting to $4,500,000, was only an arbi- 
trage transaction of one of the Berlin banks, for 
the purpose of easing the Berlin money market. 

PARIS, March 25.—Prices on the bourse today 
were heavy, owing to the advices from New York 
and the Moroccan situation, arising fromthe re- 
cent assassination of Dr. Mauchamp. Russian

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Spouse, Who Is Insane and Confined 

ef im Asylum at Dunning, Has Fam- 

fly in Kansas City, According to 

=the Police—Chicago Woman Earns 
‘Seanty Living That He May Enjoy 
Zauxuries—Says She Is Much Re- 
-Meved to Hear of No. 1. 


Mrs. William L. Church, who earns a 
scanty living by sewing and resides in a 
cottage at 140 Green street, wae informed by 
the police yesterday that her husband, who 
is in the insane asylum at Dunning, had an- 
other wife and a family of grown children in 


Kansas City whom he had deserted eight | 


years ago. 
“As the Green street Mra. Church has had @ 


hard time in the last two years supporting 
her husband, formerly a west side contrac- 
tor, she expressed some relief when she 
heard the news. She thought the first wife 
might be willing to take over some of the 
burden of keeping their joint husband in the 
luxuries he craves. But word from the Kan- 
gas City wife was to the effect that she was 
content to get along alone and had been 
doing well in the last eight years. 

Several things about the case appear to be 
more than peculiar. The Chicago Mrs. 
‘Church could not convince herself that it 
was true, placing the blame on gossiping 
neighbors and the vaporings of her hus- 
‘band’s diseased mind. | 

Knows Nothing of His Past. 

“TY was married to Mr. Church eight years 
aa ago in Kansas City,” she said. “ He never 
- — tol me anything about ‘his past, and I never 
sinew he had been married before. He 
-. $s 61 years old, and it may be possible that 

there was another woman. He was in the 
plastering business when I married him. 

_ When we came to Ch -ago he becamea mem- 
 per-of the firm of Churoh & Schwartz, en- 
>) gaged in cement construction work He 
_ made much money, but a few years ago be- 
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gan to go wrong and spent al? his money | 
foolishly. 

“I did not think he was insane for a long 
time, but I know now that he was. He saved 
strings and pieces of wire and old metal. I 
was afraid to stay in the house with him. 
He talked of strange things to the neighbors. 
He told them I had run away and left him 
when I was in the house. He told them he 
had a son by a wife who hed died of con- 
sumption. He wrote letters about other 
women, and I never knew when he was 
speaking the truth. : 


Works to Care for Him. 


“Y know he is incurable, and Iam staying 
in Chicago and working simply to see thathe 
is well cared for. I talked to Dr, Wilhite at 
the hospital today and the doctor told me my 
husband talked about a woman in Kanses 
City, but said he had been divorced from her 
before he married me. 

“If it is true that he has another wife and 
some children in Kansas City, I hope they 
will come and take care of him. It would be 
a diessed relief to me.” 


~ Detectives Find Old Case. 


The alleged identification of Church as the 
man wanted in Kansas City was made by de- 
tectives. A few days ago the department 
began checking up old “ missing” cases. 
The name of Church was picked out for work 
in Chicago. Detectives learned a demented 
man had been taken from a house at 140 
Green street. At the detention hospital they 
learned Church had been sent to Dunning 
on May 24, 1906. A description of the man 
corresponded with that of the man missing in 
Kansas City. i 

The chief of police of Kansas City was 
telegraphed that Church had been found. 
The Kansas City wife was looked up. She 
said her husband was always wild and had 
gone away with another woman. She did 
not appear to be surprised to learn of his con- 
dition and sajd she would do nothing. 


Says He Was Divorced. 


Cc. C. Willhite, superintendent of the Dun. 
ning asylum, had a talk with Church, who 
is suffering from peresis. 

“From my conversation with Church,” 
gaid Supt. Wilthite, *‘ it seems thet he wae di- 
vorced from a first wife in Kansas City eight 


years ago and merried another woman. He 
then came to Chicago with the second wife.”” )
